G.S.R. G7(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 44 of the 
Architects Act, 1972 (No, 20 of 1972), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, namely:— 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1, Short title and commencement. —(1) These rules may be called the Council 
of Architecture Rule.s, 197,'i. 

(2) These rules shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
official Gazette, 

. 2 , Definitions, —In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Act” means the Architects Act, 1972; 

(b) “Form” means a form annexed to these rules; 

(c) “President” means the President of the Council of Architecture; 

(d) “Returning Officer” means any officer appointed as such by the 

Central Government for the purposes of these rules; 

(e) “Section” means a section of the Act.

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Election to the Council under clause (a) 0 / sub-sectio'n (3; of section 3 

3. Represeutatives of the Indian Institute of Architects. —( 1 ) The President 
shall, not later than sixty days before the date of occurrence of vacancy by Ihs 
expiry of the term oif oflico of a member, send intimation thereof to the 
Central Government who shall, not later than forty five days before the date of 
occurrence of the vacancy, forward a notice by registered post to the Secretary 
of the Indian Institute of Architects requesting him to hold an election by a 
date not later than the date specified in the notice, 

(2) In the case of a vacancy under sub-section (2) or sub-section (3) of 
section 6 or any other vacancy, the President shall notify the Central Govern¬ 
ment as soon as possible the occurrence of such vacancy and the Central! Govern¬ 
ment shall thereupon forward a notice by registered post to the Secretary of die 
Indian Institute of Architects requesting him to hold an election to fill that 
vacancy by a dale not later than the date specified in the notice. 

(3) For the purpose of the first election under clause (a) of sub-section (3) 
of section 3, it shall be sufficient If the Central Government forward g notice by 
registered post to the Secretary of the Indian Insticute of Architects requesting 
him to hold the election by a date not later than the date specified in the notice. 

4. Intimation of name of elected person to Central Government. —The name 
of the elected person shall be intimated by the Secretary of the Indian Institute 
of Architects to the Central Government who shall take steps to publish die 
name of the elected person in the Official Gazette. 

Election to the Council under clause (c) of sUb-section (3) of section 3. 

5. Persons entitled to vote and to stand for election. —All persons who are 
the heads of architectural institutions in India imparting full-time instruction 
for recognised qualifications shall be entitled to vote at and to .stand for the- 
election of a member under clause (c) of sub-section (3) of section 3. 

0 . Returnlnpr Officer.—The Returning Officer shall call upon all the heads of 
architectural institutions in India to elect such number of members as are 
referred to in clause (c) of sub-section (3) of section 3 and in the case of first 
election, five members shall be elected. 

7. Returning Officer to decide questions relatlne to right of persons to vote 
at or to stand for election. —If any question arises as to whether a person is or 
is not entitled to vote at or to stand for the election, the question shall be- 
referred to the Returning Officer whose decision shall be final. 

8 . Fixation of dates of various stages of election. —The Returning Officer shall 
appoint and notify in the Official Gazette and in such other manner us he thinks 
fit, the date, the time and place for— 

(s) the receipt of nomination papers and their scrutiny; 

(:b) the despatch of voting papers to the electors; 

(c) the poll, the scrutiny and counting of vote.s. 

9. Nomination Ojf candidates, —^Any person qualified to stand for the election 
under this Chapter may be nominated as a candidate for election and such 
nomination shall be made by means of a nomination paper In Form No. I which 
shall be supplied by the Returning Officer to any elector who may apply for 
the same. 

10. Nomination paper.—d) Each nomination pap-er shall be subscribed by 
two electors as proposer and seconder: 

Provided that no elector shall subscribe more nominations than there are 
seats to be filled up: 

Provided further that if more than prescribed number of nomination papers 
be subscribed by the same elector, the prescribed number of nomination napers, 
first received by the Returning Officer shall, If otherwise in order, be held to 
be valid and If more than the prescribed number of nomination papers sub¬ 
scribed by the same elector bo received simultaneously by the Returping Officer, 
all such nomination papers shall be held Invalid. 

12) On receipt of each nomination paper, the Returning Officer shall forth¬ 
with endorse thereupon the date and hour of receipt,

11. Rejection of nomination paper.—A nomination paper which is not received 
WToi'e the date and the time appointed in that behalf shall be rejected. 

12. Scrutiny of nomination paper.— (1) On the date and at the time appointed 
by the Returning Ofheer for the scrutiny of the nomination' paper.s, the candi¬ 
dates and the proposer and the seconder of each candidate may attend the 
olKce of the Returning Officer, who .shall allow them to examine the nomination 
papers of all the candidates which have been received by him as aforesaid. 

(2) The Returning Officer shall examine the nomination papers and decide 
all questions which may ari.se as to the validity of apy nomination and" hia 
decision thereon shall be final. 

13. Withdrawal of candidate.—(1) Any candidate may withdraw his candi¬ 
dature by notice in writing signed by him and delivered to the Returning Officer 
not later than seventeen clear days before the date appointed for the poll. 

(2) A candidate who has withdrawn his candidature shall not be allowed 
to cancel the withdrawal or to be re-nominated as a candidate for the same 
election. 

(3) The Returning Officer shall, on receiving a notice of withdrawal, publish 
the fact of such withdrawal in the Official Gazette. 

14. Procedure of election./— ■(!) Where the number of candidates validly 
nominated is equal to or less than the number of members to be elected, the 
Returning Officer shall forthwith declare such candidates to be duly elected. 

( 2) Where the numiber of such candidates is less than the number of mem¬ 
bers to be elected, the Returning Officer shall commence fresh proceedings for 
the election of the remaining members to be elected under clause (c) of sub¬ 
section (3) of section 3. i 

(31 Where the number of such candidates exceed-s the number of members 
to be elected, the Returning Officer shall forthwith publish their names and 
adrire.sses in the Official Gazette and shall further cau?e their names to be 
entered in the voting paper in Form No. II. 

(4) If a poll i.s found ncce.s.sary, the Returning Officer shall, fourteen days 
before the date appointed therefor, send by post to each elector a letter of inti¬ 
mation' in Form No. IV together with a numbered declaration pap-cr in Form 
No. ITI, a voting paper in Form No. II containing the names of the candidates 
in alphabetical order and bearing the Returning Officer’s initials or facsimile 
signature, a voting paper cover addressed to him (the Returning Officerl and an 
outer cover also addj'essed lo him. A certificate of posting shall be obtained in 
respect of each such letter of intimation sent to an elector: 

Provided that the \'nting paper and other connected paper.s may also be sent 
to any elector on his appl.ying to ihc Returning Officer for the same before the 
date ap'pointcd for the poll, if the Returning Officer is satisfied that the papers 
have not been sent to him. 

(.5) An elector who has not received the voting and olher connected pppera 
sent to him by post or who hag lost them or in whose case the papers before 
their return to the Returning Officer have been inadvcr^-ently spoilt, may trans¬ 
mit a declaration to that cITcct signed by himself and request the Returning 
Officer to send him fre.sh raners and If the paners have been spoilt, the spoilt 
papers shall be returned to the Returning Officer who .shall cancel them on 
receipt, 

(61 In every case in which fresh papers are issued, a note shall he kept in' 
a register maintained for the purpo.se to denote that fresh papers have been 
issued to certain members. 

(7) No election shall be Invalid by reason of the non-recclpt by an elector- 
of his voting paper. 

15. Votes to be sent by registered Dost.— Every elector desirous nf recording 
his vote shall, after filling no the declaration na’-'er and the voting paper 
according to the directions given in the letter of intimation, enclose the voting 
paper in the voting naper cover, seal un the cover, enclose the cover and 
declaration eaper in the outer envelope addressed to the Returning Officer, and 
send the outer envelope by registered post at the elector’s own cost to the 
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Returning Officer, so ns to reach him not later than the date fixed lor the poll 
and all envelopes received after that clay shall be rejected. 

16. Unclorsement by Returning Officer on re-sistered cover.— On receipt iiy 
registered post of the envelopes containinc the declaration paper and the closed 
cover cuniaining the voting paper, the Returning Officer shall cndor.se on the 
outer envelope the date and hour of receipt. 

17. Candidates may be present when reftistcred covers are opened. —(1) The 
Returning Officer shall open the outer envelopes immediately after the closing 
of the poll at the place to which the envelopes are addressed to him. 

(2) Any candidate may be present in person or may send a representative 

duly authorised by him in writing to attend at the time the outer envelopes 
nre opened. I 

18. Rejection of voting papers.—(1) A voting paper cover shall be rejected 
by Ihe Returning Officer if— 

(a) the outer envelope contains no declaration paper outside the voting 

paper cover; or 

(b) the declaration paper is not the one sent by the Returning Officer; or 

(c) the declaration paper is not signed by the elector; or 

(d) the voting pap'cr is placed outside the voting paper cover; or 

(e) more thair one declaration paper or voting paper cover have been 

enclosed in one and the same outer envelope. 

Ol In each case of rejection, the word ‘‘Rejected” shall be endorsed on ’ihe 
voting paper cover and the declaration paper. 

(3) After satisfying himself that the electors have affixed their .signatures to 
the declaration papers, the Returning Officer shall keep all the declaration 
papers in .safe custody, pending disposal under ride 20U). 

IFl. Scrutiny and counting of votes, — (1). —The Returning Officer shall attend, 
for the purpose of scrutiny and counting of ihe votes at the date, time and place 
appointed by him in thi.s behalf. Provided that the date so appointed shall not 
be later than three days from the date fixed for the poll, 

(2|1 All the voting paper covers, other than whose reected under rule 1&, 
shall be opened and the voting papers taken out and mixed together. The voting 
papers shall then be scrutinised and the valid votes counted. 

(3) A voting paper shall be invalid If— 

(a) it does not bear the Returning Officer’s initials, or facsimile signature; 

or 

(b) a voter signs his name or writes a word or makes any mark on it, by 

which it becomes recognizable as his voting paper; or 

(c) no note is recorded thereon; or 

(d) the number of votes recorded thcreon exceeds the number of seats 

to be filled; or 

(e) it is void for uncertainty of the vote exercised., 

(4) Any candidate may be present in person or may send a representative 
duly authorised by him In writing to watch the process of counting. 

(5) The Returning Officer shall show the voting papers, if requested to do so, 
to the candidate,? or their authorised representatives at the time of scrutiny and 
counting of votes. 

(6) If any objection Is made to any voting paper on the ground that It does 
not comply with the specified requirement or to any rejection by the Returning 
Officer of a voting paper, it shall be decided at once by the Returning Officer 
whose decision shall be final. 

(7) The Returning Officer shall nominate such number of scrutinizers a.s ho 
thinks fit In accordance with such directions as may be Issued in this behalf by 
the Central Government. 
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20. Declaration of re.sult.—(1) When the counting of the voles has been com- 
tJfled, the Returning OIHclt shall draw up a list of candiriales in the order of 
I^hesl voles polled bv each and shall declare the result of the successful candi- 
date.s In that order according to the number of seals to be tilled up. 


(2) When an eqimb.ly of votes is found to exist among any candidates and 
there is difficully in declaring the result, the determination or th? person or 
persons who shall he deemed (o have been elected .shall he made by lot to be 
drawn by the Returning Officer or any other officer authorised by him and in 
Such manner as he may determine. 

(3) The Hetarning Officer as suon as the re.sult is declared shall Inform the 
successful candidate by letter of his being elected to the Council. 

21, Voting papers to be retained for six months.—Upon the completion of the 
counting and after the result, has been declared, the Returning Officer shall .seal 
up the voting papers ancl all other documents relating to the election and shall 
retain the same for a period of .six months and shall not destroy or cause to be 
destroyed the records even after six months without the previous concurrence of 
the Central Goi'crnment. 


22. Result of election.—The Returning Officer shall intimate the name of the 
elected candidates to the Central Government. 


CHAPTER IV 

Election of the President and Vice-President of the Council under subsection (1) 

of section 4. 

23. Election of President.—(1) The Preside-'t of the Council shall be elected 
by the members of the Council present at the time of election from amongst 
themselves. 

(2) The date, time and place of election shah be intimated, to each of the 
members of the Council by the nominated President of the Council who shall 
also perform functions of the Returning Officer for this purpose, 

(3) Atiy member present shall be cnlilled to propose the name of any other 
member pre.sent tor election as (he Presidenl and that proposal shall be required 
to be seconded by a member other than the proposer or the one whose name is 
proposed: 

Provided lhal one mem’-e.- shali be entitled to propose or second only one 
name. 

(4) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature bcloru the actual election. 

(5) If the name of only one candidate is duly proposed and seconded, the 
Returning Officer shall forthwith declare in Form No. VIII such candidate a.s 
duly elected. 

(fi) If the number of candidaies duly proposed and seconded exceeds one, an 
election shall bo held by secret Viallot. 

(7) Eefore the commencement, of the election, the Returning Officer shall Invite 
the members of the Council to inspect the ballot box, in Case th^v like to do so. 
and he shall then luck the box. 

(8) At the time of actual election, the members prestnt in the meeting .'hall, 
one by one. .sign again.st their names in Ihc I'sl containing the name.s of all 
the member.s in alphabetical order and placed along side the ballot box. 

(9) After a member has signed his name in the said list, he shall be given 
a hullol paper in Form No. VIT which he .shrl diop into tbe ballot box after 
affixing thereon a cross (X) ma’k against the name of the candidate of his choice. 

(10) As soon as the members nresent and wishing 1o exercise the right to 
vote have done so. the Retu'-njng Officer shall open the ballot box and take out 
from it all the ballot paper:,-, examine them and r^'ect as invalid such of them,—- 

(a) on which the vote ha'- been gi/en in favour of more than on“ eandi* 
date; or 
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(b) on which vote mark is placed In such a manner as to make it doubtlil 
as to which candidate the vote has been fiiven. 

(11) The Returning Officer shall then proceed to arrange the va’.ld votes 
according to the candidates in whose favour they have been cast and count them 
separately for each. 

(12) After the counting is over, the Returning Officer shall make an announce¬ 
ment in the meeting about the votes secured by each of the candidates and the 
Returning Officer shall also declare in Form No. VIII the candidate securing the 
largest number of valid votes as duly elected to be the President of the Council. 

(13) In the event of two or more candidates securing the same number of v'otes 
and that number being more than the number of vote.5 secured by any candidate 
other than the two or more securing the same number of votes, the determina¬ 
tion as between such candidates shall be by draw of lots and the candidate on 
whom the lot falls, shall be declared elected. 

24. Election of Vice-Presldenit.—^For the election of the VTce-President, the 
provisions of rule 23 shall apply as if for the expressions “President" and 
“nominated President” occurlng therein, the expressions ‘ Vice-President’’ and 
“elected President” were respectively .substituted. 

CHAPTER V 

Election of members of the Executive Committee to the Council under sub-section 

(2) of section 10. 

25. Election of member. —(1) Tire President of the Counidl shall intimate the 
date, time and place of the election of members of the Executive Committee to 
each of the members of the Council and he shall also perform the functions of 
the Returning Officer for this purpose. 

(2) On the dale, time and place fixed for the purpose any member of the 
Council present may propose the name of any other member of the Council for 
election as member of the Executive Committee and such proposal shall be required 
to be seconded by a member of the Council other than the proposer Of the one 
whose name is proposed: 

Provided that no member can propose or second more names than there are 
seats of the Executive Committee to be filled up, 

(3) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature before the actual election. 

(4) Where the number of candidates duly proposed and seconded is equal to 
or le.sE than the number of members to be elected, the Returning Officer shall 
forthydth declare .such candidates to be duly elected. 

(,5) Where the number of such candidates Is less than the number of candidates 
to be elected, the Returning Officer shaT commence fresh proceedings for the 
election of the remaining members of the Executive Committee to be elected, 

(H) Where the number of candidates duly proposed and .seconded exceed the 
number ol members to be elected, elction shall be held by secret ballot. 

(7) Before the commencement of the election, the Returning Officer shaU invite 
the members of the Councl] present to inspect the ballot box, in case they like to 
do so, and he shall then lock the ballot box. 

(8) At the time of actual election, the members present in the meeting shall, 
one b.v one. sign against their names in the list containing names of all the 
member.s in alphabetical order and placed along aide the ballot box. After the 
member has signed his name in the said list, he shall be give a ballot paper in 
Form No. IX which he shall drop into the ballot box after affixing thereon cross 
(X) marks against the names of as many candidates of his choice as there are 
seats to be filled up. 

(9) As soon ns all the members present and wishing to exercise the right to 
vote have done so, the Returning Officer .shall open the ballot box and take out 
from it all the ballot papers, examine them and reject as invalid such of them,— 

(a) on which the vole has bpon given in favour or more candirlntes than 
there are seats to be filled up; or 
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(bj on which vole mark is placed in such a manner as to make it doubtful 
as to which candidate or candidates the vote has been given. 

(10) The Returning Officer shall proceed to arrange the valid votes according 
to the candidates in whose favour they have been given and count them separately 
for each. 

(11) After the counting is over, the Returning Olllcer shall make an announce¬ 
ment in the meeting about the votes secured-by each of the candidates and the 
Returning Officer shall also declare in Form No. X the requisite number of candi¬ 
dates securing the largest number of valid votes as duly elected to be the members 
of the Executive Committee of the Council. 

(12) In the event of two or more candidates securing the same number of votes, 
the determination as between such candidates shall be by draw of lots and the 
candidate on whom the lot falls shall be declared elected. 

CHAPTER VI 

26. Tribunal. —When any dispute arises as a result of the election to the 
Council, the aggrieved party shall, within thirty days from the date of declaration 
of the result of the election, make an application giving full particulars of the 
facts supported by documentary evidence, if any, to the Secretary of the Council, 
who shaU refer the matter to the Tribunal appointed by the Central Government 
under sub-section (2) of section 5. 

27. Powers of Tribunal.-—In making final decision the Tribunal shall have the 
powers of— 

(a) discovery and inspection; 

(b) enforcing the attendance of the witnesses and requiring the deposit of 

their expenses; 

(c) compelling the production of documents; 

(d) examining witnesses on oath; 

(e) granting adjournments: 

(f) reception of evidence taken on affidavit; and 

(g) issuing summons for the examination of witnesses. 

28. List of registered architects and cost ol Ust,—The Council shall cause to bo 
published in the Olficial Gazette a list of registered architects along with their 
registration number as on the first day of April each year and the printed copy 
of the said li.st shall be made available on payment of a fee of Rs. 2. 

29. Application for registration. —Every architect who desires to have hi.s name 
entered in the register shall submit an application in Form No, XI together with 
documentary evidence about his eligibility for registration accompanied by a 
draft of Rs. 50 in favour of the Secretary, Council of Architecture, New Delhi, 
for is.suc of a certificate of registration and the certificate of registration shall 
be issued in Form No. XII. 

HO. Renewal fee. — The renewal fee under sub-section (1) of section 27 shall 
be Rs. 40. 

31. Manner of endorsement on the certificate of registration.— As soon as tlie 

renewal fee is paid within the specified period, the Registrar shall endorse the 
certificate of regl.strntion in a separate space specifically left for the purpose 
stating that the certificate is valid upto the 31st December, 19 , 

32. Restoration to the register. —The Council may, on an application received 
In this behalf from a person whose name has been removed from the register due 
to non-payment of renewal fee, consider the eligibility of the restoration of his 
name in the register and re,storc his membership on payment of a restoration 
fee of Rs. 60, 

,HH. Entry of additional qualifications.— An architect who desires to have addi¬ 
tional qualifications entered in the register may do so by paying Rs, 10 for each 
additional gualifleatinn and the additional qualifications shall be entered in the 
certificate of registration under a separate column. 

34, Duplicate certificate.—Where it is .shown with sufficient evidence to the 
satisfaction of the Registrar that the original certificate or registration has been 
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lost or destroyed, a duplicate certificate shaU be issued in Form No, XIII on pay-- 
ment of Rs. 40 and the fact of the issue of duplicate certificate shall be notified 
in the Official Gazette. 


CHAPTER VII 

35. Complaints and enquiries relating' to professional misconduct of an archi¬ 
tect.^ —(1) All complaints against architects shall be investigated and all enquiries- 
rolating to misconduct of architects shall be held by a special Committee consist¬ 
ing of the President, eX officio, one member to be nominated by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment from amongst the architects nominated to the Council b.y that Govern¬ 
ment and one member to be elected by the Council from amongst the members 
and such special Commlllee shall be known a.s the Disciplinary Committee of the 
Council. 

(2) Each complaint shall be made to the Council in Form No. XIV. 

(3) Each complaint shall contain the following particulars, namely;— i 

(a) the acts and omissions which, if approved, would render the architect 

complained against guilty of any professional or other misconduct; 

(b) the oral or documentary evidence relied upon In support of the allega¬ 

tions made in the complaint. 

(4) The Secretary shall return the complaint which Is not in the proper form 
or which does not contain the aforesaid particulars for representation after the* 
compliance with such objections and within .such time as the Secretary may satisfy.. 

(5) Within sixty clays ordinarily of the receipt of complaint, the Secretary 

shall— ’ 

(a) if the complaint is against an individual architect, send a- copy thereof 

to such architect at hlS address as entered in the Administrative 
Register; 

(b) if the complaint is again.st a Arm, send a copy of thp' complaint to the 

firm concerned at the address of the head office of the firm with a 
notice calling upon the firm to disclose the name of the architect 
concerned and to send a copy of the complaint to such archiect. 

(fi) An architect against whom a complaint is made, may, within fourteen days 
of the receipt of a copy of the complaint, under sub-rulo (5j or within .such further 
time as the Secretary may allot, forward to him a written statement in his defence 
verified in the same manner ns a pleading in a Civil Court, 

(7) If on perusal of a comp'alnt, and the written statement If any, of the 
architect concerned and other relevant documents and papers, the Council Is of' 
the opinion that there is a pnma facie case against such architect, the Council 
shall cause an enquiry to be made in the matter by the Di.sciplinary Committee, 
If the Council is of the opinion that there is no prirna facie case against such 
architect, the complaint shall be dismis.sed and the complainant and the architect 
concerned shall be informed accordingly: 

Provided that the Council may before di.smLssing the complaint, call for any 
additional particulars or documents connected with the case, either from the com¬ 
plainant or from the respondent, or from both, if in its opinion it is necessary 
to do so, 

(8) Every notice issued by the Secretary or the Disciplinary Committee under 
this rule shall bo sent to the architect or the firm concerned b,y registered post 
with acknowledgement due and If the notice is returned with an endorsement 
Indicating that the addressee cannot be found at the address given, the Secretary 
shall ask the complainant to supply to him the correct address of the architect or 
firm concerned and send a fresh notice to the architect or firm at the address so 
supplied. 

.8G. Procedure in any Inquiry before the DUicipUna‘‘y Conuplttee. —< 1 ) It shall 
be the duty of the Secretary to place before the Disciplinary Committee aU facts 
brought to hts knowledge which are relevant for the purpose of an inquiry by the 
Disciplinary Committee, 
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r (2) An architect against whom a complaint is made shall have a right to 
'defend himself before the Disciplinary Committee either in person or through a 
legal practitioner or any other architect of the Institute. 

(3) The Disciplinary Committee shall have the power to regulate its procedure 
In such manner as it con.siders necessary and during the course of enquiry may 
examine witnesses on oath, receive aHidavits and any other oral (jr documentary 
evidence. 

(4) Where during the progress of an inquiry the Disciplinary Committee 
undergoes a change of personnel for any reason whatsoever, the respondent shall 
have option to have his case heard de novo and the enquiry conducted accordingly. 

37. Report of the Disciplinary Committee. —(1) The Disciplinary Committee 
shall submit Its report to the Council. 

( 2 ) The Council shall consider the report of the Disciplinary Committee and 
If in it.s opinion a further inquiry is necessary, may cause such further inquiry 
to be made and a further report to be submitted by the Disciplinary Committee 
as it may consider necessary, and after considering such further report of the 
Disciplinary Committee, the Council shall proceed accordingly. 

38. Restoration to membership. —The fee for restoration of membership under- 
section 32 shall be R.s. 100.
